I respectfully dissent from the decision of the Employment Appeal Board; I would reverse the decision of 

the administrative law judge in its entirety.  The Claimant, unintentionally, left the door into the unit 

unlocked.  The only prior discipline she received involved attendance, which is distinct from this incident.  

I would find this final act to be an isolated instance of poor judgment that didn’t rise to the legal definition 

of misconduct.
